SECTION ]. That William Sturgie, James Fergus, Calvin A. Tuttle, Namwof eorpo-

their associates, successors and assigns bo nml they hereby arc constituted a "tor-,
body corporate and politic with perpetual succession, for the purposes here-
inafter mentioned under the name and style of the Little Foils Manufactur-
ing Company, and bj that name they and their successors shall be, and here-
by are made capable in law to contract and be contracted with, sac and be
sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto, prosecute and
defend io any court of law or equity in this Territory or elsewhere ; and to
purchase and hold any estate, real or personal, and the same togrant, bargain,
sell, convey, lease, mortgage or otherwise dispose of for tho benefit of said
company ; to have and keep a common seal, and the same to alter at plea-
sure ; and enjoy all and singular, the privileges nml franchises incident to
a corporation,

SEC. 2. The business of said company shall be defined by the by- By.i*wiwd*un*
laws thereof, and may extend to the manufacture of flour, lumber, and of *»>*»»«••
any and all articles which said company may deem proper, and shall be
conducted under the management and supervision of a board of three tli-
rectorB, to be elected by the said corporators and their successors, in such
manner end at such times, and shall perform such duties as may be pre-
scribed by the laws of said company. Said directors eball choose a pres-
ident, secretary, and such other officers as the by-laws of said company
may prescribe. The president shall in all cases he one of the number of
said directors.

SEC. 3. The said company sbnl! have power and right to construct Conmnet >itm
and maintain a dam across the Mississippi river, at or near the town of
Little Fulls, and also to construct and maintain a dam across the stream
known as the Little Elk, at any point on said stream within two miles of
Ae mouth thereof, which said dam shall be of such height and dimensions
as the directors of said company shall .deem necessary to control a sufficient
<opply of water for the purposes of said company. And the said company
ate authorized in connection with said dams, to constructVing dams, boom*,
spiting .or other works necessary to preserve the said dams, or for bold-
ing the logs and other lumber of said company, and any person who shall
VUf.011/ injure or de*iroy any of the dams or other works authorized by
this *£, or any braidings or improvements owned or constructed under the
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provisions of the by-laws of this company, shall, on conviction thereof, be
punished by imprisonment in the Territorial prison, not exceeding three
years, nor less than three months, and shall be liable to said company in
a civil action, and shall forfeit treble damages.

SEC. 4. Snid company shall have the power and right to make and
enforce any by-laws not in conflict with tho constitution of the United
States, or tlie organic act or laws of the Territory of Minnesota, and may
by snch laws determine the amount of the capital stock of said company,
and regulate the division thereof into shares, and all other questions pei-
taining thereto. The by-laws of said company shall be adopted at a meet-
ing of the corporators named in tho first section of this act, when a ma-'
jority of said corporators shall lie present, and said by-laws may be altered
or amended at any subsequent meeting of said corporators or their succes-
sors, when two-thirds of said corporators are present.

DI- SEC. 5. "When the said corporators shall by their by-laws havy determin-
ed on the amount of capital stock, and the number of shares thereof, and
shall have provided for. the transfer thereof; then and from thenceforth, the
election of directors nud tho alteration or amendments of the by-laws of
the said company shall bo made in all coses by the stockholders, but no
alteration of the by-Jaws can bo had unless at u special meeting for said
purpose, of Eaid stockholders ; and when there shall be present stockhold-
ers holding in value two-thirds of all the stock of said company, and then
only by the concurrence of five-eighths of nil ihc stock of said company, but
the election of directors may be nod by tho stockholders under such regu-
lations us they by their by-laws adopted, as provided in this section, may
prescribe.

*•'• SEC. 6 It shall be tho duty of the president of said company, under
the authority of the by-Iawa thereof, or under the direction of a majority
of the directors, to execute on behalf of said corporation, all deeds, mort-
gages, promisaovy notes, bills of exchange, contracts and otber instruments
of writing between said corporation and other contracting parties, and
such signature when attested by the secretary shall bo evidence in all cases
